Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Blount told Mr. Hankins that the patent number used in the last 
office action should have read 5915214. Mr. Hankins told Mr. Blount he did not agree with the rejections made in the 
last Office action. Mr. Blount and Ms. To agreed that any of the rejections in which Honma is relied upon as a base 
reference should be withdrawn, and that Mr. Hankins does not need to respond to them in the next Office action. Mr. 
Hankins told Mr. Blount that he felt that with respect to the Akeda reference, a plurality of access sequences are not 
taught. Mr. Blount pointed out that Lomp teaches a CDMA modem and that figure 18 teaches despreading, and that he 
felt the rejection was strong enough to forward the case to appeal if necessary on this basis.
